A much larger amount of clinical work has been done 
during the past year than was done the year previous, as 
the subjoined report will show in statistical form. 

It is particularly gratifying to note this marked increase 
in the number of cases treated at the Infirmary, and this in 
view of the fact that no effort has been made to call public 
attention to the existence of this charity, and that only the 
deserving poor, so far as it was known, have been permitted 
to receive its benefits. While many who were able to pay 
for professional services, either through ignorance or design, 
sought to avail themselves of the benefits of the Infirmary, 
the Surgeons have, in justice to themselves as well as to the 
profession at large, invariably refused gratuitous treatment 
to such persons. 

The custom prevailing at many so-called charitable dispen- 
saries, of treating gratuitously patients who are abundantly 
able to pay for professional services, is to be deprecated, and 
should be discountenanced by the profession.

It is confidently expected that the increased facilities, 
which will be afforded by the commodious quarters now 
being fitted up in the new Hospital building, will materially 
aid in extending the usefulness of this important charity. 

It is particularly gratifying to know that the Hospital 
Authorities intend setting apart a portion of the new Hospital 
building for the especial use of Eye and Ear patients, thereby 
affording such patients alUthe advantages of an exclusive Eye 
and Ear Hospital. 

The Infirmary with its large daily attendance of important 
and varied cases, affords particular advantages to physicians 
and medical students who are desirous of acquiring a more 
thorough knowledge of diseases of the eye and ear than could 
be obtained in an ordinary college course, and a number 
have availed themselves of special instruction in this class of 
diseases. 

The Surgeons intend to make the instruction more thorough 
than it has been heretofore, particularly in ophthalmoscopy, 
and feel assured that the facilities which the new Infirmary 
will place at their command, will materially aid them in their 
design. 

In the last report of the Board of State Commissioners of 
Charitable, Penal, Pauper and Reformatory institutions, refer- 
ence is made to the fact that superintendents of the poor in 
several counties have sent blind paupers, whose cases were cur- 
able, to the Hospital and Infirmary, where they were received 
on the same terms as paupers from Wayne county. To many 
of these, who were reduced to pauperism on account of blind- 
ness, useful vision has been restored, and consequently they 
have been once more enabled to gain an independent liveli- 
hood, and their respective counties have thus been relieved 
of great burdens. 

The city of Detroit is to be congratulated in having one 
of the finest hospital buildings in the Union ; and the good 
Sisters, to whose unceasing labors and untiring energy we are 
indebted for this magnificent structure, deserve the gratitude 
of every citizen of the city and State. An engraving of the 
new St. Mary's Hospital appears on the cover of this pamphlet.
